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Tue reader of the present number of the Pub- | 


lishers’ Circular is at perfect liberty to exercise his 
free speech by carping, if he be so minded, at its 
imperfections. We make no cause of quarrel with 
him, but beg to assure him, with the utmost gdod 
nature, that we possess, after all, a manifest advan- 
tage over him or any other critic. For we have 
formed in our mind a very clear and distinct con- 


ception of what the Circular should be, and we are | 


also conscious of having made to ourselves a very 
firm resolve to strain every effort in order that it 
shall really be all that which we think it should be. 
We are, therefore, more sensible than any one of 
the disparity between our ideal Circular and our 
actual Circular, and we are inclined ourselves to be 
the most rigorous critic of ourselves. We can 
rarely, however, accomplish, at one bound, all that 
we desire. Important results generally spring from 


a process of unfolding growth, and not from an act | 


of sudden creation. We must reach our ideal gra- 
dually, and not at a single jump. This number 
is only our first step, and we shall be quite satisfied 
if it is in the right direction. It is something to 
get the range of the mark at which we aim, though 
we may not actually hit it at the first shot. 

Our sole desire is to make the Circular a complete 


medium of intercommunication between all who are | 


interested in the purchase, sale, collecting, and 
reading of books. And who is not thus interested ? 
A nation’s books constitute and embody the nation’s 
complex life. The thoughtful reader will recall 
Milton’s noble passage in the Areopayitica :—** Many 
a man lives a burden to the earth, but a good book 
is the precious life-blood of a master-spirit em- 
balmed and treasured up on purpose to a life be- 
yond life.’”’ Those who write books, who publish 
books, who collect books, and who read books, all 
have interests in common. It is those interests we 
would serve; for we believe that, although diverse, 
they are harmonious. It is the manifold activities 
going on in the great world of books, at home and 


abroad, that we seek faithfully to seize and record. | 
All that relates to the pecuniary interests of pub- | 


lishers should, of course, merit prominent attention. 
But we must by no means overlook the readers and 
collectors of books, our professional classes, our 
recluse students, and our librarians, whose opinions 
go so far towards stimulating purchases. The pub- 
lisher’s calling is not, in truth, a mere trade. He 
is the dispenser of knowledge to the community, 
and even his material interests are best served by 
whatever excites and appeals unto that desire for 
knowledge which it is his lofty mission to satisfy. 
Regarding, therefore, the reciprocal interests of 


publishers and readers as identical, we shall en- | 


deavor, as far as may be, to address ourselves to 
both classes, and minister alike to the wants and 
conveniences of each. 

As to the details of working out our plan, we can 
assure our subscribers and patrons that neither pains 
nor expense will be spared. A list of new publi- 
cations and of works in press and in preparation 
will, of course, constitute a leading feature of each 
number.

quite complete. Besides this, with the help of spe- 


cial correspondents employed in several of our 
principal cities, as well as at London, Paris, and 
Leipsic, we shall hope to render this department 
universal in its scope, as well as thorough in its 
treatment. .

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There is also a large class of topics connected 
with book-making which should receive notice from 
time to time. We may briefly indicate, as illustra- 
tions of these, the paper-manufacture, our copy- 
right laws, an international copyright, literary pro- 
perty, the ethics of the trade, the history of great 
publishing houses, the relations and rights of au- 
thors and publishers, the history of books, the 
number, rarity, differences, and excellences of 
editions, the constituent parts of books, the im- 
provements of typography, the construction of cata- 
logues, the architecture and management of public 
libraries, &c.

OUR LONDON CORRESPONDENCE. 
Lonpon, April 11, 1863. 

On looking back to my notes of the state of the 
Book Trade in March, 1862, I find that, exclusive 
of Parliamentary papers and the weekly and daily 
press, the ascertained number of publications for 
the month was 313, or at the rate of some ten 
books per day, including reprints. In the present 
| year the number has increased by 18, and presents 
| a total of 331; but in this amount are included 
those ephemeral productions which the Colenso Con- 
troversy has given birth to. That controversy alone 
has brought into the field a pack of forty-six ** bea- 
gles in full cry after their game,” who doubles upon 
them adroitly, and fairly distances their leader, 
| good Bishop James Prince Lee, who insists that 
our hopes rest mainly upon the literal accuracy of 
the text of the inspired volume, by referring him to 
| Leviticus xi. 6, and proving, by the testimony of 
Professor Owen, that “the hare cannot chew the 
cud, seeing that nature has not furnished it with 
the stomach of a ruminant animal.” The public 
is sick of the subject; but, even in these days of 
speed and progress, parson-power is still slow as 
ever, and will not comprehend that the nine days’ 
wonder of doubt and heresy from the Episcopal 
bench passed into oblivion with the rise of a fresh 
excitement in the welcome to the Princess Alex- 
andra, ‘‘the Sea-King’s daughter from over the 
sea,”’ and the marriage of the Prince of Wales. 

That marriage is well represented in our March 
list of publica'ions, First in the field was Profes- 
sor Aytoun’s ‘* Nuptial Ode ;” then came Tom Tay- 
lor’s twin warblings in Punch and in the Reader, a 
new literary journal of great power, which started 
into life on the first Saturday in the year, and in which 
our friend Mr. Edward Dicey proves himself a 
| warm advocate for the North. That from Punch 
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has been republished in a separate form for sale, 
and the other extensively circulated throughout the 
country. Martin Tupper’s ‘‘ Greeting” appeared 
on the eve of the princess’s arrival, and the Lau- 


reate’s ‘* Welcome” followed it; whilst the author of | 


Whitefriars’ ‘*/pithalamium” came the day after the 
fair, as it had first to be delivered from the stage of 
the Adelphi Theatre on the evening of the 10th. 
Of more pretence—got ready to place in the hands 
of the Princess Alexandra upon her landing upon 
our shores—is Miss Faithful’s pretty volume, ‘* A 
Welcome: Original Contributions in Poetry and Prose,” 
contributed by clever authors, yet all below the 
average of their better writings, but nevertheless, as 
a whole, one of the handsomest and best gift-books 
of the year. ** Leaves from the Cypress and the Oak,” 
as it lies upon the table, is the perfection of what 
such a book should be. The quiet olive-green 
corer, with its sprigs of oak and cypress, is 


pleasing to the eye and well suited to the book, | 


which is a masterpiece of modern printing, upon 
paper ‘gloriously thick and rich,” as the author 
of :* Tom Brown’s School-Days” says of it, ‘‘ and re- 
minding one of Devonshire cream.”’ But the con- 
tents are, at best, ‘‘court-poetry: why write court- 
poetry at all?” Well, perhaps it is as well that it is 
so, for the perusal of such things as these sends us 
back with a double relish to that which is whole- 
some and good. 

Of original Porrry, mild as has been the month, 
and bright and glowing as our gardens are with 
early spring blossoms, March of ‘sixty-three”’ 
gives but a promise for the future, excepting that 
here and there one may cull a flower or two from 
some unpretending volume of poems destined as a 
collection to pass into rapid oblivion. The best of 
these is a little book with a little name:—‘*Purvula ; 
or, A few Little Rhymes about a few Little Flowers, a 
Jew Little Birds, and a few Little Girls,”’ out of which 
it is not difficult to select a handful of as pretty 
poems as might have owned the parentage of Words- | 
worth, to whose style they bear a strong resem- | 
blance. But, if there is a lack of good original 
poeiry in the books of the month, there is one pub- 
lication, a new edition of Shakespeare, which satis- 
fies one that poetry is not on the decline for want 
of readers, for the ‘* Cambridge Shakespeare,” of 
which the first volume is now in circulation, has 
been got up regardless of expense, not only as to 
paper, print, and binding, but as to critical labor 
and skill, and Messrs. Clark & Glover, the editors, 
have wisely confined themselves chiefly to herme- 
neutical criticism, leaving exegetical to Shakespeare 
commentators, past, present, and to come. 

Lent always produces its amount of Hymns, | 
Hymnals, and Easter-books, but, on the whole. these | 
have been less prolific during the present year than 
last. However, there is not one among them above 
the usual average: so none require special mention. 
They have their admirers, or there would be fewer 
of such tender annuals. In solid Sacrep Lirera- 
TuRE, Canon Stanley’s ‘* Sermons preached before the | 
Prince of Wales during his Tour in the East” claims 
the first place. The author of the “ Life of Arnold” 
is one of the very few men who was capable of 
giving reality to the events of Bible history, and 
to Bible truths, on the very spot where the gospel 
was first preached, without descending into cant 
or the utterance of stale and trite platitudes. It 
is pleasant to turn to the pages of such a man, 
amidst the din and noise of religious strife and con- 
troversy, and to find oneself strengthened and 
upheld in witnessing his acceptance, in its full in- 
tegrity, of the faith of his childhood. He and Charles | 
Kingsley have been gazetted as honorary chaplains 
to the Prince of Wales. Report says the mitre will | 
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|reward the one, and a deanery the other, in due 


season. The second volume of Miss Cobbe’s edition 
of the “Collected Works of the Rev. Theodore Parker” 
also claims to be noticed as one of the principal 
books of the class to which it belongs; for though 
its contents are well known in America, they are 
comparatively new to English readers. 

Our March contributions to History anp Bio- 
GRAPHY are important; and the foremost place is due 
to May’s ‘*Constitutional Iistory of England since the 
Accession of George the Third,” a book which must 
sooner or later find its way into the library of every 
one who makes history his study. What Hallam 
was afraid to touch, Mr. May has so truthfully and 
delicately handled that no personal offence can be 
taken with the least show of reason, nor any politi- 
cal prejudice be aroused. He carries us over deli- 
cate ground from 1760 to 1860, and has given, what 
was so much wanted, a reliable history of our own 
times. Torrens’s ‘‘Life and Times of Sir James Gra- 
ham’ is history,—not biography. It is a pleasant 
narrative of the public life of the Knight of Ne- 
therby, but sheds little light upon the secret mind 
and aspirations of the man. Macknight’s ‘‘Life of 
Henry St.John, Viscount Bolingbroke,” is also history, 
and not biography, though the latter element is 
more apparent in it than in Mr. Torrens’s volumes. 
The matter is clearly and honestly placed before 
the reader, but the style is at best tedious and un- 
equal. 

In Voyages anp Travers, the last to make its 
appearance is the most important book of the month. 
Fortune’s ** Vedo and Peking: a Narrative of a Jour- 
ney to the Capitals of Japan and China,” is a de- 
lightful book, the writer’s fondness for flowers 
having given him access to places the doors of 
which remained closed to missionaries, diplomatists, 
and commercial men; for flowers, be it known, are 
a passion with both Japanese and Chinese, and our 
accomplished florist never saw the glimpse through 
an open door of a flower-bed at the back, but the 
admiration depicted in his face, as by a kind of 
free-masonry, gained him ready access to the gar- 
den. It is a charming book, and fills up all that 
Sir Rutherford Alcock’s volumes were deficient in,— 
the phases of domestic life of two peoples of whom 
we have yet to learn almost every thing worth 
knowing. Mrs. Atkinson’s ‘‘ Recollections of Tar- 
tar Steppes’ is a picture of an honest, kindly, and 
unaffected little woman, gallantly facing frightful 
hardships, with her baby, not from any love or 
knowledge of art or science, but simply from a de- 
termination to stand by her husband as his aid, 
comfort, and companion. It is one of those books 
which claim at once our homage and manly good 
will. Admiral Mundy’s * 7/. M. S. Hannibal at Pa- 
lermo and Naples” establishes the fact of our strict 
neutrality and non-interference in the Garibaldian 
revolution. ‘Life in the South,”’ and ‘ The South 
as it is,”’ are both books of aclass, the latter certainly 
the feeblest production which has appeared on the 
Southern side, and the former a vain attempt to 


| cover with whitewash the black pigment which Mrs. 


Beecher Stowe had used to paint the devil blacker 
than he is. ‘*A Voice from the Motherland” takes 
the other side of the question. 

Mr. Sutherland Edwards's *‘ Polish Captivity” will 
be read with eagerness now that the spirit of 
Western Europe is roused by the atrocities of Russia 
towards the unfortunate Poles. ‘‘ Our Own Corre- 
spondent” (of the ‘‘ Times’) is a man of tact and 
observation, and his ‘* Polish Captivity” is a very 
welcome addition to our stock of that knowledge 
upon which it is far easier to be rhetorical than dis- 
tinet. 

Of works of Fiction there is but little to say. 
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Miss Sewell’s ‘‘A Glimpse of the World” is one of | 
those tales of which she and Miss Yonge may be | 
said to stand without rivals as authors with the 
public. They both write with a deep purpose, 
and a new work from either is sure to meet with a 
ready welcome. Allan’s ** Nobly False” was evi- 
dently written with a view to the stage, though its 
true destination is probably the trunk-maker’s 
shop. ‘* The Rival Races, or the Sons of Joel,” ab- 
stracted from Eugene Sue’s interminable ‘ Les 
Myst?res du Peuple,” is the most curious novel of 
the season, and is as unlike every other production of 
the class of books to which it appertains ‘‘as chalk 
is to cheese.’? A work of Sue’s, judiciously ‘+ modi- 
fied in tone, because the license of French imagina- 
tion oversteps the confines of English taste,” is 
certain to attract a host of novel-readers. Jeffer- 
son’s ‘‘Live it Down” is the best novel of the 
month, and next to it stands Miss Drury’s ‘ Deep 
Waters,’ equal, if not superior, to that lady’s 
** Misrepreseniation.” 

In Soctat Science there is little new. Mill's 
‘* Utilitarianism” is reprinted from Fraser’s Maga- 
zine; Faucett’s ‘* Manual of Political Economy’ is 
based on Mill’s; and Macleod’s useful ‘+ Dictionary 
of Political Economy, Biographical, Bibliographical, 
and Practical,” is probably destined to become a 
standard work of reference. Goldwin Smith’s 
“Letters on our Colonial System” have already ap- 
peared in the ** Daily News.” 

April promises well for the book-trade. Mr. Ed- 
ward Dicey’s ‘Siz Months in the Federal States’ is 
looked forward to with much interest, as are also 
Mrs. Frances Anne Kemble’s ** Journal of a Resi- 
dence on a Georgian Plantation; Mr. George Flem- 
ing’s ** Summer's Ride on Horseback in Mantelia Tar-

tary, beyond the Great Wall of China #’ Dr. Mouat’s 
** Adventures and Researches among the Acedamans,” 
and ‘Two Months’ Residence in the Confederate 
States.”” Colonel Harris’s ‘*Reminiscences of By-gone 
Days”’ will present a graphic picture of life in Bri- 
tish North America. Of works of fiction there will 
be a full crop. ‘* At Odds,” by the author of The 
Initials, and Quits; Miss Thackeray’s ‘Story of 
Elizabeth,” from the Cornhill Magazine; ‘A Dark 
Night’s Work,” from All the Year Round; more 
‘Chronicles of Carlingford,” from Blackwood; a new 
novel, by Holme Lee, in 3 volumes; ** Skirmishing,”’ 
by the author of Cousin Stella; ‘A Simple Wo- 
man,” by the author of Nut-Brown Maids; ‘Ar- 
rows in the Dark,” by the author of Said and Done; 
** Lost and Saved,” by the Hon. Mrs. Norton; 
** Heart and Cross,”’ by the author of Margaret 
Maitland ; ‘* Mary Lyndsey,” by Lady E. Ponsonby ; 
** Church and Chapel,’ by the author of Owen, a 
Waif; ‘* Queen Mab,” by Julia Kavanagh; ‘‘ Wayfe 
Summers,”’ by Thomas Archer, and Pascoe’s ** The

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THE AUTHORS AT HOME. 


THE reading public will be glad to learn that a life 
of the distinguished and favorite historian William 
H. Prescott has heen completed and is now in press 
It is from the pen of his well- 
known and life-long friend George Ticknor, LL.D. 
One edition will be in large quarto and finely illus- 
trated. 

Mr. Joun Foster Kirk, the able and accom- 
plished assistant of Prescott, of whose services that 


| illustrious historian repeatedly made grateful ae- 


knowledgment, immediately on the death of his 
friend and patron, began a work of his own. He 
selected for his subject ‘*Charles the Bold,” the 
hero of Scott’s ‘* Quentin Durward,’’—a subject both 
dramatic and important in the highest degree. Mr. 
Kirk’s practised skill and ample resources insure 
a brilliant and solid production. The second volume 
is already far advanced, and readers may look for 
an exciting pleasure at an early day. J. B. Lip- 
pincott & Co. will be the publishers. 


Aucer’s ‘Critical History of the Doctrine of a 
Future Life’ was announced for publication in 1859, 
and awakened a good deal of interest, as well from 
the extent of its programme as from the nature of 
its subject. Jts appearance has been delayed for 
the completion of a bibliography from the compe- 
tent hands of Ezra Abbot, Assistant Librarian of 
Harvard University. The delay proves doubiy ad- 
vantageous, the author availing himself of the op- 
portunity for a careful revision and correction of 
the work, and his friend adding a contribution which 
cannot but prove of immeasurable value to every 
scholarly inquirer who shall have occasion to deal 
with any portion of this vast theme. The first 


part of the work gives a critical history of all the 


opinions and sentiments which have in various ages 
and countries entered into the doctrine of a future 
life. The second part gives a history of the litera- 
ture of that doctrine, and the discussions to which 
its component ideas and feelings have given rise. It 
includes a descriptive catalogue of over five thou- 
sand distinct publications, arranged in chronologi- 
cal order, with an index of topics and an alpha- 
betical index of authors. The whole work is pow 
finished, and will be issued during the coming fall. 


Ir will be remembered that Mr. Ticknor, after - 


devoting thirty years of labor to the task, published, 
in three ample volumes, a ‘History of Spanish 
Literature.”’ The first edition, together with a dupli- 
cate edition in England, having been sold, the author 
has, with a literary conscientiousness and energy 
that set a signal example for younger authors, so 
thoroughly revised and rewritten the work as to 
necessitate the destruction of the stereotype plates 
and the preparation of an entirely new impression, 
which will now speedily appear. It will be pub- 
lished by Ticknor & Fields. 


Mr. Parton, the author cf the well-known bio- 
graphies of Jackson and Burr, has for some years 
been engaged upon a “Life of Benjamin Franklin.” 
For a few months, however, he has laid aside this 
work, and is now engaged upon a ‘History of 
General Butler’s Campaign and Administration at 
New Orleans,” which will be published in the course 
of the summer by Mason & Brothers. 

Joun S. Harv, LL.D., editor of the ‘‘Sunday- 
School Times,” has in press a new work on Sabbath- 
schools. It will discuss the moral, religious, and 
ecclesiastical relations of Sabbath-schools, the me- 


| thods suitable for establishing and extending them, 


the management of Sabbath-schools, and the quali- 
fications of teachers and superintendents. 
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De. Hottanp (Timothy Titcomb) is writing and 
publishing in his paper, the ‘* Springfield Republi- 
can,” a series of articles entitled ‘‘Letters to the 
Joneses.” They possess all the freshness and ori- 
ginality of his first productions. The illustrated 
edition of his ‘* Bitter Sweet’? was one of the most 
elegant and succes=ful books of the holiday season. 
Over one thousand volumes of his works were sold 
at the last Trade Sale in New York. 


Dr. J. B. Tuomas, the projector and editor of 
‘« Lippincott’s Pronouncing Gazetteer of the World,” 
has been for several years engaged in the collec- 
tion of materials for a work of similar fulness in 
the department of Biography. For this purpose 
he has spent some three years in travelling on the 
Continent and in the East. Dr.Thomas’s well-known 
regard for scrupulous accuracy is a sufficient gua- 
rantee that his work will be a valuable addition to 
the biographical department of literature. A useful 
feature of the work will be its giving the transla- 
tion of the names of eminent personages into the 
principal languages of the continent, with the pro- 
hunciation carefully indicated. 


H. T. TucKeRMAN, the accomplished scholar and 
essayist, has been for some time engaged in revising 
his various works, and intends bringing out a uni- 
form and complete edition.—Robert Sewell, of New 
York, is preparing a work on the ‘Law of Banks 
and Banking, including the new National Banking 
Law.” —J. R. Dodge, of the Department of Agricul- 
ture, Washington, is getting up a book on ** Sheep 
Husbandry..”—C. H. Scribner, of Mount Vernon, 
Ohio, has just completed an elaborate work on the 
‘*Law of Dower,” in two volumes.—D. D. T. Leech, 
late of the U. S. Post-Office Department, is engaged 
ona work on ‘ Military Allowances and Pensions, 
including Bounty Lands to Soldiers, Seamen, &c.”’— 
8. F. Dixon, of Cambridge, has ready for the press 
anew work on ‘‘ Novation and Delegation,” being 
the second part of his Treatise on ‘‘ Subrogation.” 
—Edward Everett is still at work upon his great 
book on “The Law of Nations.”

Tue European agents for Dr. Allibone’s Dictionary 
of Authors remark, in a letter recently received, 
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| two months of the hard work hinted at above. He 

is now in the letter T (as it is necessary to have 
the book ‘right to a T’’), which, fortunately for 
| the lexicographer, is not so populous (Mrs. Dr. 
Dodd said that her husband was ‘‘the most po- 
| pulous preacher in London’’) as the letter S. It is 
to be observed that, so far from confining himself to 
the limits indicated in his title-page, 1850, he is in 
many cases bringing his register of Authors and 
Books to the present date, 1863. Publishers who 
| know to their sorrow how hard it is, and how long it 
takes, to procure from some authors a few lines of 
“copy,” will not be disposed to think that the 
author of the Crirican Dictionany—obliged as he 
is to register thousands of authors and tens of thou- 
sands of books—is justly chargeable with indo- 
lence. Boswell tells us that when composing his 
Life of Dr. Johnson he was sometimes obliged to 
‘‘run half over London for a date ;’’ and Washing- 
ton Irving, to whom this remark was once quoted 
by the writer of these lines, replied (he was then 
employed on his Life of Washington), ‘Well, I 
have been all this morning [June 12, 1855] looking 
for a date.” Let any one, then, imagine, if he can, 
the labor and time required in looking up, noting 
down, and verifying hundreds of thousands of dates 
and other important facts. It is to be remembered 
that the ‘Dictionary or AuTHors” combines in 
one work three departments of literary research 
never before combined to the same extent,—viz.

Mr. Alex- 
ander William Kinglake has so frequently been 
mistaken for his cousin John Alexavder Kinglake 
(even in Didot’s *‘ Nouvelle Biographie Générale’’) 
that some readers will thank us for telling them 
who he is. Born at Taunton, in the county of 
Somerset, England, in 1809, he passed from Eton 
College to Cambridge, where he graduated, and 
then entered himself at Lincoln’s Inn, pursuing his 
legal studies under the direction of Mr. Bethel, 
now Lord Westbury and Chancellor of England. | 
In 1837 he was called to the bar, and practised in 
the Chancery courts. His cousin, who is a barris- | 
ter of elder standing, is sergeant-at-law. Soon | 
after leaving the university, Mr. A. W. Kinglake 
travelled in the East, where he wrote to his friends | 
the charming letters which form the volume called | 
‘*Eothen,”—which signifies ‘‘ from the early dawn,” 
—‘‘from the East.’’ It is said that after revising 
these letters he found the usual difficulty of an 
unknown writer in getting a publisher who would 
undertake the risk. However, Mr. John Ollivier, 
an intelligent publisher in Pall Mall, undertook to 
print the book, receiving a guarantee against loss. 
Its success was sudden and striking. So fresh and 
vivid a book of Travels had not appeared for a long 
time. It went through many editions in England, 
was republished in the United States, and was trans- 
lated into several European languages. With the | 
exception of a few articles in the Quarterly Review, | 
Mr. Kinglake has not published any thing in the | 
twenty years between the appearance of ‘‘ Eothen” 
and the history of the ‘‘Invasion of the Crimea.” 
In 1856, when he commenced writing the latter 
work, he quitted the practice of the law. In July, 
1852, he was an unsuccessful candidate for the 
Parliamentary representation of the borough of 
Bridgewater. He was more successful in April, 
1857, and was re-elected in 1859, after a sharp con- 
test. He is an advanced Liberal, but declined to 
go to Parliament ‘‘as the pledged adherent of Lord 
Palmerston or any other minister.’”’ He has not 
spoken often, and then more sensibly than stri- 
kingly, in the House of Commons. He is independ- 
ent in circumstances, and unmarried.

OBITUARY. 


Grorce L. Dvuycxixcx.—The death of Mr. | 
George Long Duyckinck, on the 30th of March, | 
at the residence of his brother, in New York, 
18 an event which calls for particular notice in 
our journal. His father, Evert Duyckinck, is 
personally well remembered by many members | 
of the book-trade as for many years one of the} 
oldest, if not the oldest publisher in New York. His | 
name will be found on the title-page of most of the |

standard literature of his day, frequently in con- 
junction with his brother-in-law, George Long, the 
well-known printer and publisher, after whom the 
subject of this notice was named. Mr. Duyckinck 
the elder died in 1833, leaving two sons, Evert A. 
and George L., both of whom have kept up the as- 
sociation of their father’s name by their devotion 
to literary occupations. George, the younger, was 
born in the city of New York, October 17, 1823. He 
was educated at Geneva College, New York, and at 
the University of the City of New York, graduating 
at the latter institution in 1843. One of his class- 
mates was William Allen Butler, a gentleman known 
outside of his profession of the law, to which he is 
earnestly devoted, by the extraordinary success 
which has attended his occasional literary composi- 
tions,—his poem *‘ Nothing to Wear’’ being probably 
the most widely circulated production of the kind 
ever published. The two friends, after the comple- 
tion of their college course, made a tour together in 
Europe, confirming their tastes for art and litera- 
ture by the most liberal culture; and on their return 
home Mr. Duyckinck, in 1848, became engaged 
with his brother in the editorship of the Literary 
World, a weekly quarto journal, which was conti- 
nued in their hands, with the aid of some of the most 
eminent writers in the country, till the end of 1853, 
when it was closed with its thirteenth volume. After 
this Mr. Duyckinck, still associated with his bro- 
ther, prepared the ‘*Cyclopwdia of American Lite- 
rature,” an extensive work, requiring no little 
industry and perseverance, the first edition of 
which was published by Scribner, in New York, in 
1856. It has since run through several editions, 
and, but for the state of the times, would before 
this have appeared in an enlarged form, its editors 
having been of late engaged in collecting materials 
for the purpose. This, it is expected, will shortly 
be done, Mr. Scribner having announced a new edi- 
tion of the work. 

After a second visit to Europe, Mr. Duyckinck 
became the author of several valuable biographies, 
published by the Church Book Society, in New York. 
The first of these, a Life of the Christian poet 
George Herbert, was published in 1859, and the 
others, Lives of Bishop Ken, Latimer, and Jeremy 
They are all 
of general interest to the lovers of sound English 
literature, being written with pains-taking, histori- 
cal fidelity, and in a style of equal earnestness and 
simplicity. 

The death of Mr. Duyckinck was appropriately 
noticed at a late meeting of the New York Historical 
Soriety, when a deserved tribute was paid to * his 
personal worth and his intellectual ability.” The 
New York Evening Post says of the series of Bio- 
graphies of which we have spoken, and of the general 
literary character of their author, ‘‘A deep reve- 
rence and an almost filial fondness for the faith, the 
rites, and the traditions of the English Church, the 
growth of life-long convictions and associations, 
made these works a labor of love to their author. 
In all his efforts Mr. Duyckinck followed the more 
sequestered paths of literary research, contenting 
himself with the fruits of those studies which are 
most congenial to the lovers of books, and with the 
approval of those whose riper scholarship enables 
them to place upon the works which they commend 
a seal of approbation none the less genuine and en- 
during because it is not

‘“«Mr. Duyckinck had a fine taste for the arts, cul- 
tivated by their careful study during his visits te 
Europe, and he took a special pleasure and interest 
in whatever aided in their progress at home.” 
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Wituram C. Hatit.—We are pained to be obliged 
to record the recent sudden death, at the age of 
eighty, of Mr. William C. Hall, a gentleman who had 
imported more foreign books into the United States 
and British Provinces of America than any other per- 
son. He had been engaged in the business for just 
fifty years,—his first speculation of the kind being 
made immediately after the last war with Great Bri- 
tain, and from that time to 1830 was the period of 
his greatest activity. His custom was to buy books 
in London—sometimes almost by whole ship-loads, 
four hundred or five hundred cases—in the summer 
season, and bring them over, and close off each ship- 
ment during the winter and spring, returning for a 
fresh supply. In this way he had crossed the At- 
lantic about two hundred times, and, many years 
since, calculated roughly that he had imported over 
three million volumes of books. The firm of D. 
Appleton & Co. owes its connection with books to 
Mr. Hall, their first introduction to the business 
being by the sale of his consignments. He owned the 
plates of Boydell’s Shakespeare, the Musée Frangaise 
et Royale, 6 vols. fol., the great French work on 
Egypt, and much other valuable book-property, 
stereotype plates, &c. No man was better known 


to the book-buyers of twenty or thirty years back, |

LIBRARY INTELLIGENCE, 
Many of our most important libraries have re- 
cently put forth their annual reports, from which 
we gather some interesting information. 


Harvarp Co.tiece stands among the oldest of 
our literary institutions, and its library outnumbers, 
we believe, every other collection of books in this 
country. W. F. Poole, Esq., Librarian of the Bos- 
ton Atheneum, drew up the report of the Committee 
of the Overseers appointed to visit the Library in 
1862. To his excellent report is appended the an- 
nual statement of Mr. J. L. Sibley, the Librarian, 
and the minor reports on the Theological and Law 
libraries of the same college. It appears that the 
whole number of volumes in the various libraries 
of Harvard is now about 150,000; viz. in the Col- 
lege library (Gore Hall), 99,000 volumes (exclu- 
sive of 65,000 pamphlets): in the Theological 
library, 9400 ‘volumes (besides 4000 pamphlets) ; 
in the Law library, 13,300 volumes; in the Medi- 
eal library, 2000 volumes: in the Scientific school, 
7000 volumes; in the Phillips Astronomical library, 
1500 volumes; and in the Society libraries, about 
17,000 volumes. The College library proper is 


increasing at the annual rate of 5030 volumes | 


and 3500 pamphlets. During the year ending in 
1862, 3420 volumes and 324 pamphlets were bought, 
at a cost of nearly $7000. 
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The Boston Pusiic Liprary makes an annual 
report in November to the city corporation. This 
vigorous establishment continues to flourish under 
the presidential guidance of Hon. E. Everett and 
the superintendence of Prof. C. C. Jewett. 

The collection of books now includes 105,000 vol- 
umes, besides 28,874 pamphlets. 84,000 volumes 
belong to the Reference library in the upper hall, 
and 21,000 volumes to the Circulating library in the 
lower hall. Last year 7400 volumes were added, of 
which 6100 volumes were purchased and 1300 vol- 
umes were presented. Among the gifts, special 
mention is made of a large and rare collection of 
volumes pertaining to the life of Molitre. Mr. W. 
H. Prescott began the collection in 1837, with the 
plan of writing a life of the dramatist, and, after he 
abandoned this purpose, Mr. George Ticknor, by 
whom the books are given to the library, cherished 

|the theme and augmented the number until it 

reached 132 volumes. 

The expenses of the library during the year were 
as follows:—for books and periodicals, $9400; for 
other purposes, $18,200; total, $27,654. During 
the year the loan of books made a daily average of 
626 volumes. On some days it was ascertained by 
count that 2000 persons visited the library for lite- 
rary purposes. The tastes of those who make use 
of the Reference library are indicated in the follow- 
ing table, which shows the number of books con-

The Peasopy Institute at BaLtimore.—We 
learn that the costly Peabody Institute building 
in Baltimore will soon be finished; but the trus- 
tees, after mature deliberation, have concluded 
not to put the Institution into practical opera- 
tion at present.

THE NATIONAL ACADEMY OF SCIENCES. 
At the close of the recent session of Congress, 
Senator Wilson, by unanimous consent, introduced 
| a bill for the incorporation of the National Academy 
of Sciences. The bill was passed without opposi- 
tion, and was signed on the same day by the Presi- 
dent. The appointed members assembled in New 
York on the 22d of April, for organization. We ap- 
pend, for convenient reference, the act by which 
the Academy is constituted, and also a report of 
the proceedings of the Senate, from the Congres- 
sional Globe. It is gratifying to observe that, in 
a matter where personal considerations were in- 
volved, the Senate magnanimously declined to hear 
read the names of the distinguished corporators. 

In copying the bill from the ‘Statutes at Large” 
we have not felt at liberty to deviate from the letter 
of the law, but we presume it is a simple misprint 
which gives us F. B. Barnard instead of F. A. P. 
Barnard, late President of the Mississippi Univer- 
sity. Although the term ‘ Sciences” is employed, 
the list of members indicates that the natural sci- 
ences are intended. Moral and political sciences 
are not represented, as in the French Institute, nor 
medical, nor theological, nor philological science, 
but chiefly mathematical and physical science. 


In tHe Unitep States Senate, Marcn 3, 1863.

| original project of producing a Popular Dictionary 
| of General Knowledge has happily been carried out, 
in sixteen volumes, notwithstanding the monetary 
difficulties of the country since the close of 1857, 
when the first volume appeared. The organization 
which has produced this Cyclopsedia was very per- 
fect. The editors employed a large staff of regular 
assistants, all of them well-informed gentlemen, and 
also largely called in aid a corps of able miscella- 
neous contributors, each of whom wrote upon the 
subjects he best understood. Every line in the six-

To foreigners whom 
recent events have lately interested in this country, 
the American character of the Cyclopedia will be 
attractive. To all, the reasonable price of the work 
must be a great boon. In the closing volume, a Sup- 
plement carries the information down to the end of 
the year, and an Annual volume, to appear every 
Christmas, will chronicle, as it occurs, all that the 
public can require to be constantly ** posted up.” 
The capital expended on this Cyclopedia exceeds 
$415,000. The publishers had faith from the outset

But we desire to call particular 
attention to one of his most recent issues, ROEMER’s 
“Cavalry: its History, Management, and Uses in 
War.”’ This is one of the completest works on Cay- 
alry which has ever been issued. Its history is set 
forth, its tactics examined and explained, the horse 
anatomically and physically analyzed. In short, 
whether for soldier or citizen, whether to apply 
knowledge in the field or to read battle-histories 
with intelligence, this work is of great value. Its 
author was an officer of cavalry in the European 
service, and speaks from practical knowledge: he 
has, besides, enriched his work by the use of many 
of the best foreign authorities on the subject.

The contents of this volume consist of lectures |

—was preached as a sermon from the university 
pulpit. It has been the author's intention to make 
these lectures strictly ‘‘ ecclesiastical.” The history 
of the Jewish race, language, and antiquities be- 
longs to other departments. It is the history of the 
Jewish Church of which his office has invited him 
to speak. Ile has thus been led to dwell especially 
on those parts of the history which bear directly on 
the religious development of the nation. He has 
never forgotten that the literature of the Hebrew 
race, from which the materials of these lectures are 
drawn, is also the Bible,-—the sacred Book, or Books, 
of Christendom. He constantly reminds his reader 
that the Christian Church sprang out of the Jewish, 
and has, therefore, connected the history of the two 
together, both by way of contrast and illustration, 
wherever opportunity offered. 

These lectures were, in great part, printed be- 
fore the author was called away to undertake that 
recent journey to the Holy Land in company with 
the Prince of Wales, of which some interesting 
fruits have been added to this volume. The only 
express mention of Bishop Colenso’s work is in a 
brief note, in which the bishop's objections are 
treated as possessing no great novelty or import- 
ance, and as likely to support rather than to im- 
pair the substantial credibility of the Jewish his- 
tory.

When Byron calls Rome ‘the 

Niobe of nations,” or says of Venice, ‘‘ she looks 

a sea-Cybele fresh from ocean,” he calls up, to 

the mind of one familiar with our subject, illustra- 

tions more vivid and striking than the pencil could 


furnish, but which are lost to the reader ignorant | 


of mythology. Milton abounds in similar allusions. 
The short poem **Comus” contains more than thirty 
such, and the ode ‘‘On the Morning of the Nativity” 
half as many. Through ‘Paradise Lost” they are 
scattered profusely. This is one reason why per- 
sons by no means illiterate say they cannot enjoy 
Milton. But were these persons to add to their more 
solid acquirements the easy learning of this little 
volume, much of the poetry of Milton, which has 
appeared to them “harsh and crabbed,’’ would be 
found ‘‘ musical as is Apollo’s lute.”
